In a highly interesting talk before 
the Redwood City Kiwanis Club yes- 
terday on the “Future Population and 
Water Needs of San Mateo County,” 
M. J. Bartell, assistant city engineer 
of San Francisco pointed out the seri- 
ousness of the water situation on the 
Peninsula and the necessity of im- 
mediate consideration of this import- 
ant problem. Bartell recently com- 
pleted at the request and direction ¢ 
Chief M, M. O’Shaughnessy an ex. 
haustive study of both the popula- 
tion and water needs of the San Fran- 
cisco peninsula, including the territory 
from Daly City to Palo Alto. 

Population Inereases 

Taking the official census figures of 
California from 1870 to 1920, and 
working out the relation of the San 
Francisco bay population to that 
of the ‘State, Bartell estimated the 
population of the entire bay region 
(including Alameda county), San 
Francisco and the Peninsula district, 
for 1930, 1935, 1940, 1945 and 1950. The 
estimate for San Francisco and the 
Peninsula are given as follows:

“To accommodate your population 
increases San Mateo county has an im- 
mediate need for a comprehensive 
water distribution system, one thai 
will serve the Peninsula area as a 
whole.”

We will soon need additional 
pipes to San Francisco and additiona1 
storage in San Francisco. These arc 
some of the problems that San Fran- 
cisco must face to provide for its 
future water needs, and in so doing 
there is ample provision for all your 
future water requirements, but Mr. 
O’Shaughnessy looks to you to pro- 
vide the facilities for its economic dis- 
tribution. 

“There seems to be a prevailing 
opinion that the present Hetch Hetchy 
and Spring valley transmission mains 
are available for unlimited San Mateo 
county distribution, but a little thought 
will show that this is neither practi- 
cable nor economical, Even in the 
present local distribution system there 
is required considerable storage to 
take care of the variable use of water 
during the twenty-four hours of the 
cay. The maximum demand is from 
three to six times the average demand. 
This together with many other engi- 
neering and economic considerations 
makes it impractical to continue local 
distribution from the large transmis- 
sion mains leading to San Francisco.

Live Oak Avenue Can 
Improved For $4.54 
xed Per Foot 


There has been much said about the 
cost of street work in the city of Men- 
lo Park and it seems that now would 
be a good time for the citizens of the 
citiy to get together and start the 
much talked of campaign for the bet- 
terment and upbuilding of the city. 
One of the first moves toward this 
end would be by acquiring the lot at 
the end of Live Oak Avenue, and the 
opening of that street all the way 
through to University Drive. This lot 
can without doubt be purchased ky 
the city now for a far less figure than 
at some future date. 

There are two ways open for the 
property owners along Live Oak to 
proceed. The lot in question can be 
bought and the street top dressed with 
oil and screenings, for a cost of 50 
cents per foor, which would last for at 
least a couple of years. A good per- 
manent street with gutters and side 
walks could be put in for $5 per foot. 

It has been suggested that the Trus- 
tees appoint a committee of three to 
handle this street, and this street 
alone. 

No one but the property-owners on 
the street should be allowed to enter 
into the discussion. This street being 
near the theatre could be seen by 
everyone in town, and all other streets 
in the city as they were improved 
could be made to match this one.. 

The cost of improving Live Oak as 
near as can be ascertained will be 
$4.54 per foot maximum.

It would be hard to find a working force in 
any pre-eminently successful business or in- 
dustrial organization in the United States 
today but what the dominating leadership 
is schooled in the scientific principles of its 
specific field, whether manufacturing, mer- 
chandising or finance. 
ing standards of business in this country, 
with their relentless demands for efficiency 
as the only hope for survival in the competi- 
tive struggle for economic existence, hag 
sounded the death-knell for guesswork and 
slipshod methods. 

As a result, educational preparation in 
the techniques of commerce, 


The rapidly advanc- 


industry and 


finance are virtually essential to outstanding success in these 
fields, as it is already an absolute prerequisite in the various 


recognized professions. This 
native ability and experience in busi- 
ness, but education after all is merely 
a means for helping the individual to 
apply the net good of the accumulated 
experience of many to his own day’s 
work—a means for helping special 
native ability to come into its own 
more rapidly and surely and for en- 
abling all classes of ability to gain the 
maximum of euccess to which they 
are entitled. 

These facts are plainly recognized 
by practical, work-a-day business in 
every line. Every progressive busi- 
ness organization in America is em- 
phasizing the importance of education 
as never before. Education has come 
to be looked upon as the answer to 
many of the problems within the or- 
ganization as well as to problems af- 
fecting industry as a whole. 


Business Organizing Institutes 


Institutes for developing specifically 
qualified workers are being operated 
or organized in many fields of com- 
mercial and industrial activity. These 
institutes are trying various types of 
educational work with a distinct trend 
toward more and more emphasis upon 
education for the rank and file of busi- 
ness employees of all grades. 

We have been having business fail- 
ures in this country at the rate of 
about 2,000 amonth. This score speaks 
for itself. It is glaring evidence of in- 
competence on the part of thousands 
of business men in handling the prob- 
lems inherent in their fields of en- 
deavor. The detailed records show 
that practically 75% of business fail- 
ure in this country is due to lack of 
training and competence on the part 
of those who failed. This is conclu- 
sive evidence that no one can afford 
to undertake executive business re- 
sponsibilities without adequate educa- 
tion and training. It is for that reason 
that every enlightened business organ- 
ization is today insisting as never be- 
fore that its employees take advan- 
tage of some type of technical train- 
ing. 

American banking is fortunate and 
has just cause for pride in that it has 
a record of twenty-eight years of defi- 
nitely organized educational activity 
among its workers to its credit for de- 
veloping trained bankers. People in 
banks in large numbers are taking 
advantage of the educational opportu- 
nity given by the great non-commercial 
college of the banking business, the 
American Institute of Banking. They 
see on every hand evidences of the 
value of the training it gives. Of the 
10,000 graduates of this Institute, 70% 
now occupy official positions in Amer- 


ican banks. The other 30% are still 
too young to have attained such 
heights. Here is an example and an 


encouragement to the people of all 
lines of business. 

The American Institute of Banking 
has a membership of 64,320. Of these 
33.851 are class enrolments, compris- 
ing younger bank people, both men 
and women, who are learning the sci- 
entific technique of their chosen busi- 
ness at the same time they are en- 
gaged in the practical work of earning 
their livings at it. The difference be- 
tween the 33,851 enrolled in classes 
and the 64,320 total membership com- 
prises older bankers who have taken 
the Institute courses in the past or 
are at the time sponsoring 
some type of educational work in the 
organization 

Banking Educates Its People 

It has been estimated that there are 
probably 375,050 bank officers and em- 
ployees in the United States at the 
present time. These figures would 
mean that about one banker in every 
six is either enrolled in Institute 
classes in banking or is actively sup- 
parting some educational function of 
she Oren No statement could 
more emphasis to the 
ir importance Ti ced on education by the 
panking of America than 
these facts.

is the educational section of the Amer- 
{can Bankers Association. It was 
formed twenty-eight years ago by bank 
employees and officers and hag been 
carried on ever since as a voluntary 
organization. Many students who have 
graduated continue their membership 
in order to give active support to some 
type of educational work other thap 
the actual class program. 

The greater part of the educational 
work is carried on in 200 cities and 
towns in the United States. Here the 
local chapter of the American Insti- 
tute of Banking has its regularly or- 


ganized courses of study under super- | 


vision of the national body with local 
instructors and directors to fulfil the 
standard requirements regarding text 


material, classwork and examinations. | 


Instructors are recruited from the 
staffs of leading universities, from 
members of the legal profession and 
from among accountants and bank 
men who have made a record in some 
field of activity in banking that marks 
them as experts. All instructors must 
be approved by the national organiza- 
tion. They are compensated by the lo- 
cal units. The students pay tuition, 
in which they are frequently aided by 
their employing banks, and this, to- 
gether with contributions made by the 
banks for general classroom overhead, 
finances the educational program. 
Education a Pathway to Advancement 

Leading banks in various parts of 
the country are insisting that their 
employees take work-in the Insti- 
tute. This is frequently a part of 
their contract of employment at the 
time they enter the bank. It is also 
now quite generally understood in the 
field of American banking that study 
in the American Institute of Bank- 
ing is considered one of the basic 
factors in the promotion of the in- 


dividual to a place of importance in | 


@ bank. 

The Standard Certificate of the 
American Institute of Banking is an- 
nually gaining a greater and wider 
recognition among practical bankers 
throughout the United States. These 
certificates are coming to have the 
same importance in the banking world 
that certificates of education have in 
the field of the general professions. 
This is a practical example and one 
thorcughly well demonstrated by sea- 
soned experience of the new spirit of 
American business.

It declares that | 
analysis of more than 100,000 indi- 
vidual yearly records from cows on 
test in dairy herd improvement asso- 
ciations indicate that on the average: 
Cows that produced 100 Ibs. butterfat 

a year returned $14 each over feed 

cost; 

Cows that produced 200 lbs. 
a year returned $54 each over feed 
cost; 

Cows that produced 300 lbs. butterfat 
a year returned $96 each over feed 
cost; 

Cows that produced 400 lbs. butterfat 
a year returned $138 each over feed 
cost; 

Cows that produced 500 lbs. butterfat 
a year returned $178 each over feed 
cost; 

In other words, one 500-pound pro- 
ducer will return $10 more over feed 
cost than twelve 100 lb. producers 
This does not take into account, 
either, the added labor of milking and 


caring for the larger herd, or the 
much greater expense of providing 
stable room for a dozen instead of a 


single animal. The figures are based 
on farm prices from all parts of the 
country.
